teristics in which parents fit on 
this outline, the greater chance 
they will abuse or neglect their 
children or have the potential to 
do so, As you are reading this, try 
to apply it to your own situation 
or that of your friends. 

1. PARENTAL REARING: 

What was it like for you when 
you were a kid? Are you raising 
your children the same or dif- 
ferently as you were raised? How 
do you get along with your paren- 
ts today: are they helpful, a 
nuisance, or are you afraid of 
them? 

Abusive Parents wiil have been 
abused by their awn parents. 
Neglectful parents will have been 
neglected. In general they will 
have been expected to perform as 
adults while still children, and 
will not recall their childhood as 
happy. 

2 SELF IMAGE: 

What kind of things make you 
feel good? Sad? Upset? What do 
you do wnen you are feeling 
lonely? Upset? Are you satisfied 
with your job? Home? What 
would you like to be different? 

Both abusive and neglectful 
parents will be dissatisfied and 
feel powerless to make any 
changes, Abusive parents will be 
angry with their dissatisfications, 
while neglectful parents will be 
depressed and apathetic. Both 
will have few positive things to 
say about themselves. 

3, ISOLATION: 

Who do you find helpful when 
you need a favor, emergency help 
or a shoulder to cry on? Who tur-

A major move in 
Grayling's Mercy Hospital 
construction program took 
place last Thursday when 
six heating and _air- 
conditioning units were lif- 
ted into place onto the roof 
of the new addition. Accor- 
ding to hospital officials, 
when the expansion is 
complete, increased com- 
fort will be provided for all 
patient areas. 

The units were delivered 
aboard six semi-trucks 
from Minneapolis, Minn., 
and artived just in time for 
the on-site crane to hoist 
them into position. 

A concrete slab and 
retaining wall is being in- 
stalled behind the hospital 
complex, one that will 
house a transformer to 
facilitate operation of the 
air-handling units. Two 
new boilers were also 
delivered, scheduled for 
placement atop the roof 
within the next couple of 
weeks, along with an 
emergency unit designed to 
provide service to the 
hospital in the event of a 
power failure. 

Another construction ac- 
tivity not visible from the 
front of the new addition is ' 
the start of the installation 
of the brick facing which 
started in the back and will 
continue clock-wise around 
the new addition.

“Dial-A-Ride” Millage Vote 


Set For Next

The Special Election to determine the fate 
of Dial-A-Ride will be held next. Monday, 
April 30th. Crawford County residents will 
vote on the following proposal: 

“Shall the County Commissioners of the 
County of Crawford be directed to levy a 
sum of money not to exceed 3/4 mill over 
and above the 15 mill limitation for One year 
for the sole purpose of operating the 
Crawford County Public Transportation 
System (currently as Dial-A-Ride.)” 

Polls will be open to county residents at 
their respective township halls, except for 
Grayling Township residents who will cast

ballots at the Grayling Middle School gym. 
City residents will vote as usual at the City 
Building. Polling places will be opened at 
7:00 a.m. and remain open until 8:00 p.m. 

A “yes” vote will result in continuation of 
the Crawford County Public Transportation 
System while a negative response by voters 
will cause the closing of Dial-A-Ride services 
almost immediately, said Chet Johnston, 
Transit Manager. 

During its 28 months of operation, Dial-A- 
Ride has traveled county roads over 800,000 
miles, transporting some 102,000 
passengers to destinations throughout the 
county. . 


Fraudulent Activities Investigated 
By Grayling City Police Dept. 


Check law violations and fraudulent ac- 
tivities continue to be a serious problem 
handled by the Grayling City Police 
Department. In 1977 Grayling businesses 
had a total dollar amount of $17,573.46 
involved in these ‘criminal activities. - 
$15,990.56 of this amount was recovered 
through either restitution or legal action, 
leaving a sum of $1,742.56, which was ab- 
sorbed by the businesses, Chief of Police 
Peter Stephan said. 

While the recovered amount represents a 
90.2% recovery rate it does not show the 
additional bookkeeping expense required on 
the part of the business owners, neither does 
it represent the cost absorbed by the area 
taxpayers. If these costs consisting of Police 
investigations and Court procedures were 
figured into the total expense involved the 
resulting amount would easily equal or ex- 
ceed the $17,573.46 amount, Stephan 
stated. ; 

Businesses are able to recover a percen- 
tage of their loss by reflecting them:in the 
retail price of merchandise, the result of 
this is that the consumer ultimately ab- 
sorbs this expense as well as having his 
tax dollar spent also. 

In 1978 there was a significant reduction in 
complaints of this nature handled within the 
City of Gravling. with a total of 68 com- 


plaints handled. These complaints represen- 
ted a dollar value of $9,485.34, of these 
$1,793.37 was recovered through restitution 
or court procedures, resulting in a loss to 
area businesses of $7,691.97. 

The total number of complaints for 1978 
was reduced from that of 1977. This 
reduction it is felt was due largely to ef- 
forts of the Prosecutor’s Office, as well as 
local businesses in cooperation with the 
Grayling Police Department. The factor 
preventing a more significant amount of 
restitution was the lack of positive iden- 
tification of the check endorser by 
businesses accepting the checks, accor- 
ding to Chief Stephan. 

Because of legal problems involving 
positive suspect identification of check en- 
dorsers the issuance of a complaint warrant 
against a suspect will not be granted unless 
the check endorsers vehicle operators license 
number and/or date of birth has been recor- 
ded on the back of the check. This is in- 
clusive of all checks written, whether they 
are from local residents or from out of town 
parties, 

Continuing efforts on the part of law enfor- 
cement and businesses will further reduce 
this crime classification, resulting in not 
only tax dollar but business dollar savings, 
Stephan added.

ns to you when they need help? 
Do you like to help? How often do 


you get out of the house? Would’ 


you like to get out more o¢ less? 

Both abusive end neglectful 
parents will’ find other people 
unhelpful and feel that they can- 
not be of help to anyone else. 

4. SPOUSE RELATIONS: 

How do you and your spouse, 
boy/girlfriend resolve the 
problems, differences of opinions, 
does he/she help with the kids? 
How? What does he/she do when 
you've had it with the kids? How 
was his/her childhood? 

In abuse cases the spouse will 
be unhelpful with the kids and at 
times make things more difficult. 
In neglect cases spouses will be 
ineffectual and unhelpfui. For 
both abuse and neglect cases 


problems between spouses will 


not be resolved. 
& ROLE REVERSAL WITH 
CHILDREN: 

Do their kids live up to their ex- 
pectations? What are they? How 
do you wish your kids to nmake 
you happy? Feel good? What do 
they do when you are upset? 
When should kids be toilet 
trained? Weaned? What is the 
best way to discipline kids and 
when should you start? 

Abusive parents will make ex- 
cessive demands on children and 
be disappointed no matter how 
obedient the child/children are, 
Neglectful parents will make few, 
if any, demands on the children. 
Rather leaving them to fend for 
themselves. : 

6. HANDICRAFT OF CHILD 
REARING: 

Do they know what to do when 
the kids are sick or having a 
problem? Do they know how to 
play with kids, etc.? 
and/or neglectful 
parents may know what needs to 
be done for kids but may not have 
the energy or be too upset to doit. 
On the other hand, they may have 
very faulty information on the 
needs of the children. 

7. SPECIAL CHILD: 

Are any of your kids different 
from the rest (more difficut, 
sickly, etc.)? When did you notice 
the difference? Does he/she 
remind you of anyone you know? 
If so, who and what do you think 
of them? 

Abusive parents will usually 
only abuse one child and that 
child will have reai or imagined 
difficulties. This is really not ap- 
pliceblein neglect. ° 

& CRISIS: 

How have things been for you 
lately? Anything especially up- 
setting such as: argument with a 
friend, spouse, relatives, unem- 
ployment, car broken down, etc.? 

In abuse a crisis will have 
precipitated the incident. Many 
times assisting families to cope 

with crises is the beginning to 
better mental health.

4. Optimism is almost fatal in many

And so it is. Columnist Wills’ psycho-

Do you ever wonder why business gets 
fed up with government red tape? Look at 
some of these figures listed recently in 
The Wall Street Journal: 

A self-study by RJ. Reynolds In- 
dustries showed that abiding by rules laid 
down in 1977 by 40 federal agencies and 
departments cost Reynolds at least 20 
cents a share, or about $29 million. 

General Motors reported its compliance 


cost in 1977 was $1.6 billion, or almost - 


half of the total of GM earnings which hit 
$3.3 billion. GM says it required the 
“equivalent effort” of 24,500 full-time 
employees to meet federal regulations, 
Caterpillar Tractor in a 1976 study 
figured it spent $67.6 million to meet 
government regulations. ° 

Almost all firms will agree that some 
regulatory costs are necessary, ‘and in 
some cases represent things the com- 
panies would do on their own. But, as 
Reynolds reported, ‘‘by overburdening 
producers with paper work, (government) 
regulation stifles both economic and 
psychological incentive.” 

Is all that government paperwork 
necessary? Probably not. But how do we 


get out of the red tape jungle? Ah! That’s 
the quandary. Any Ideas? ‘

Soil is the basic ingredient in 
growing crops, vegetables or 
lawn. It is important to know 
about soil in order to manage for 
the greatest production without 
depleting it or exposing it to 
erosion. 

TEXTURE 


Texture is the relative propor-_ 


tions of sand, silt and clay, Sand 


silt and clay differ in individual - 


size. Sand has the largest particle 
size. Clay has the smallest and 


the silt particle size is in between. 


Sand is important in the soil to 
aid in drainage. Where there is lit- 
tle sand present the soil does not. 
drain well. Sand also aids in easier 
working of the soil. 

Silt is important in holding 
moisture for plants to use. Some 
of the finer silt particles may 
store plant food but that is 
primarily the job of clay. 

Clay is the finer of the soil par- 
ticles. Not only are clay particles 
smaller, they have a different 
shape and are more chemically 
active. Instead of being blocky in 
shape like sand and silt, clay par- 
ticles are plate-like. This plate- 
like shape gives them more sur- 
face area and they tend to atick to 
one another. This is why clay soils 
are sticky. They also hold water 
between the particles which tends 
to push them apart, When they 
are wet they push apart causing 
the soil to swell. When it dries the 
soil contracts. 

Clay particles have a great 
ability to hold water, but some of 
it is held so tight plants can’t get 
it. 

Clay particles also have a 
negative electrical charge. This 
negative electrical charge gives 
clay the ability to hold plant 
nutrients that have a positive 
electrical charge. Some of the im- 
portant nutrients that have a 


positive charge are . potassium, 
calcium, magnesium and the am- 


. monium form of nitrogen. 


Ineummary of soil texture; sand 
aids in drainage and workability 
of soil, silt haide water for plants, 
and clay acts as a plant food 
reservoir. 

A combination of sand, silt and 
clay which does not have the 
identifying characteristic of 
either, is called loam. Loam might 
have 40 percent silt, 40 percent 
sand and 20 percent clay. A san- 
dy loam would be a soil with a 
higher percent of sand, silt or clay 
to make it more like you want it. 
ORGANIC MATTER 

Organic matter is the plant 
residue which is left after harvest 
or added to the soil as composted 


"material or barnyard manure. 


Organic matter can change some 
of the characteristics of soil tex- 
ture, but does not change the tex- 
ture. 

Organic matter will increase the 
moisture holding capacity

Stephan, who. has been 


building long boats.-aince- 


early in the 1960’s, an- 
ticipates that. the longer 
downriver vessel is making 
a comeback, not only here 
in Crawford County, but in 
other areas of the nation as 
well. “I’ve had requests for 
long boat. construction 
plans from a number of our 
neighboring states, and, as 
a matter of fact, from as far 
away as Nova Scotia.” 

A 19-year trout fishing 
guide, Stephan spends his 
spare time constructing 
new craft, using plywood 
he buys downstate as a 
basic raw material. 
Operating the business out 
of his own basement, he 
also specializes in the 
refinishing of long boats 
brought to him for repair 
purposes. 

Over the years, the long 
boat has gradually been 
replaced on area streams 
by smaller, aluminum 
canoes. Stephan thinks 
long boat popularity is on 
the rise. That prophetic 
outlook has prompted his 
almost single-handed en- 
deavor over the years. - 
The vessles, fashioned 
primarily from plywood, 
take about 120 hours of 
labor to construct. “Most 
of the time is spent in 
finishing the crafts,” he 
continued on, “the 
fiberglass and the final 
varnish finish takes the 
majority of our time,” 
Stephan is regularly em- 
ployed as a supervisor for 
General Telephone Com- 
pany so that all of his boat- 
building efforts are con- 
ducted during his off 
hours. About a month ago, 
Larry LaMotte indicated 
an interest in the trade and 
has been helping Stephan 
out ever since. Larry is a 
local resident who offered 
his services and, according 
to Stephan, is now learning 
the “tricks of the trade.” 
Stephan’s 15-year-old son, 
Steve, is also participating 
in his dad’s operation. 

Their current project, 


almost completed now, in-: 
-volves the refinishing of. af: 


long boat which they’ve 
been working on now for 
about a month, When com- 
pleted the vessel will be 
sleek-looking, seaworthy 
and aptly able to travel 
capably down local water- 
ways. 

Stephan said in a recent 
interview that long boats 
range in length from 20 to. 
24 feet and run some 37 to 


-38 inches in width. The 


overall design of the vessel, 
considering length, width 


‘and depth, make them 


especially stable and 
manageable in the water. 
As many as five people can 


‘comfortably cruise down- 


stream on a fishing or 
sight-seeing adventure. 
While talking with him, 
Stephan fondly recalled the 
days when regattas headed

AuSable, starting out in 
Grayling and ending up at 
‘“‘where a 
big pot luck dinner was 
served.’ The long boat 
regatta was revived early 
in the 1970's. 

Stephan built his first 
long boat in the early ‘60’s 
(for his father) and has con- 
tinued working on the 
special project ever since, 
He's confident the long 
boat tradition is in the 
process of being restored 
and is lining up work 
designed to put more and 
more vessels on local, state 
and national streams. His 
advertising is based stric- 
tly on his own reputation 
for craftmanship. 

Stephan reminisced that 
the long boats were 
popularly used years ago 
by local guides and club 
caretakers. He recalled
